Italtan, 
American, Russian and many 
others, too) to bring peace to 
the world after the carnage and 
utter savagery of ‘France, Flan- 
ders, Gallipoli and the other 
“slaughterhouses.” 

“Kitchener Wanis You!" 
screamed the recruiting posters 
when the fighting was on. Young 
ladics dashed around handing 
out white feathers {o young 
males who were not in uniform. 

HATED GERMANS 

Remember the scene after the 

“war when young ladics—prob- 
ably the same ones—handed out 
coppers to armless and limbiess 
men, medals on thelr chests, 
when they had been demobilis= 
ed by a grateful government, 
which allowed them to turn the 
andle of a hurdy-gurdy in the 
treets of our cities? 
B I don’t remember much abdut 
that war—I. was only five years 
of age when it ended—but I do 
remember hating the Germans 
with an intensity that shocks me 
today. One of the kids up the 
street“was the proud possessor 
of a German ‘he. ae his 
father had brought back home
